Weather of Lacombe and District 
During Year 1 937 Fre 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Through 
the kind co-operation of our 
local weatherman, J. 5, Cram, 
a complete but concise report 
on the weather conditions in 
Lacombe and vicinity during 
the year 1937 has been. ob- 
tained. 


BY J. 8. CRAM 


The season of 1937 was a per- 
petual paradox, presenting a con- 
glomeration of cold weather, 
drought, scorching days, soil 
drifting, off-season rains, hail and 
frost damage, carly snow, a late 
ireeze-up and peliing December 
raia, 

In fact, this one season pre- 
sented. almost every difficulty 
with which farmers usually have 
to contend in half a dozen years. 

Starting out with a minimum of 
26 degrees below on New Year's 
morning, January was a month of 
steady cold weather. Minimum 
temperatures were below zero.on 
all but five nights, and sixteen 
nights” showed resdings between 
20 and 40 degrees below zero. 

In the midst of. all, this, an 
eighth of an inch of rain fell on 
January 3rd, 

February > brought more . cold 
weather, the mereury sinking be- 
low zero on 21 nights. Less than 
an inch of snow fell during the 
month, and with a few days of 
high wind, this all piled up in 
drifts. 

In March, temperatures rose to 
above normal, The minimum of 
two below is the highest minimum 
on record for March, and the mer- 
cary dropped that low only once 
in March, 1937. At the end of the 
month there was scarcely any 
snow: left.

April temperatures were 16 de- | 
grees above normal, the lowest 
reading during the month being 
20 degrees. With less than half an 
inch of precipitation and a num- 
ber of days of strong wind, con- 
siderable damage was caused by 
soil drifting. 


Mav was unusually bright, wari 
and dry, and with continued 
strong winds, soil drifting became 
a serious menace. Dust storms 
were among the worst ever ex- 
perienced in this district, Severe 
frosts on the 19th and 30th cul 
large areas of early seeded crops 
hack to the ground, 


June brought more hot, dry 
weather. The maximum tempera- 
ture of 99.5 degrees, recorded on 
the °29th, is the second highest 
temperature ever recorded at the 
Experimental Station, (the all- 
time high being 100.5 degrees, es- 
tablished in July, 1924.) Pastures 
were burned to the ground, and 
many early seeded crops déomed. 


" July temperatures were also 
above normal, But its 5.28 inches 
of precipitation, coming at a criti- 
cal time, helped early wheat to 
fill and brought along later seeded 
crops and pastures, Considerable 
hail and wind damage occurred in 
parts of the district on July 30th, 


August was cool and wet, with 


‘a total precipitation of 3.55 inches. 


As a result of this, following the 
heavy July rains, a strong second 
growth sprang up, and. crops 
which had been almost ready to 
cut at the beginning of August 
again presented a green appear- 
ance at the end of the month. 
September was particularly

(Ten 
inches of snow equal one inch of 
precipitation.) 

The two weeks of hot, dry 
weather gave most-of the crops 
an opportunity to mature, but 
some of the very heavy second 
growth was caught by the severe 
frost on September 24th, 

Even with temperatures, wind 
and evaporation all above the 
October average, and ‘rainfall be- 
low normal, little of the grain in 
the district was ready to thresh 
until October 18th, after the soak- 
ing it had received’ during the 
last ten days of September. 

From October 18th to 30th ideal 
harvest weather prevailed, and 
farmers made good use of it; but 
at the end of the month about 10 
per cent of the crop remained un- 
threshed, 


Although November brought 
temperatures slightly below nor- 
mal, with strong winds and a few 
cold, blizzardy days, the actual 
freeze-up did not come until Noy- 
ember 13th, almost a month later 
than usual, . 

The only outstanding feature of 
December records was that on the 
18th a third of an inch of rain was 
received. 

Temperatures ‘in December 
were around normal, with little 
extremely cold weather. The mer- 
cury dropped ax far as 32 degrees 
below on only two nights— 
Christmas Eve and Christmas 
night. After that, the weather 
man relented, and on New Year’s 
Eve the lowest temperature was 
15 degrees.

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‘Unmistakable Improvement 


In a review of business conditions during the 
first 11 months of 1937, as compared with 1936, 
the release of a report by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, just out, is very encouraging, and 
shows unmistakable improvement in the economic 
situation of Canada, Mineral and forestry activ- 
ity are aniong the bright spots of business. The 
report makes refreshing reading, and offsets to 
some extent the decline in agricultural production, 
owing to drought conditions. Happily this dis- 
trict was not effected in the latter sense. The 
report states : 


“Despite the deflation in speculative factors 
foward the close of the year, 1937 will rank high 
in the records of Canadian economic activity: Pro- 
ductive operations as measured by the index of 
the physical volume of business were 10 per cent 
greater than in. the first 11 months of 1936. 

-“Mineral production was much greater than 
in 1936, which up to that time was @ record year. 
Production of gold, silver, copper, lead and nickel 
all showed gains. The industry employed inore 
men, .paid more in salaries and wages and divi- 
dends, spent more for supplies and equipment and 
used more electric power than in any previous 
year. 

“Operations in. the forestry group were ex- 
panded greatly. Production of newsprint reached 
a new high point in history, having been not far 
from the practica] limit of capacity. Production 
in the first 11 months was a gain of nearly 16 per 
cent over the same period of 1936. 

“The forestry industry as one of the largest 
employers of labor and logging recorded a~-gain 
of 36.5 per cent, while saw-milling and paper in- 
dustries showed advances of 11 per cent and 35 
per cent, respectively. 


“Manufacturing operations gathered momen- 
tum during the year, the output having been prac- 
tically equivalent to that of 1929, The gain over 
the preceding year was 9.6 per cent. Iron and 
steel industries, Teflecting revival in the domestic 
demand for indi trial . and . durable 
goods, showed further gains, over the first 11 
months of 1936. Recovery of the steel industry 
from the low levels of the early part of 1933 was 
one of the striking features of the past five years. 

“Automobile and allied industries were 
favored by the marked gain in purchasing power 
of the public during 1937. Output of motor cars 
in-the first 11 months at 186,348 recorded a gain 
of 26 per cent. Imports of crude petroleum were 
9.5 per cent greater, while the domestic produc- 
tion was tripled in 1937. 

“New business obtained by the construction 
industry was more than 36 per. cent greater than 
in the preceding year. 

“In industries other than agriculture, during 
the last quarter of 1987, there were more people 
at work in Canada than at any other time dur- 
ing the period of observation from 1921 to the 
present except for two or three months of 1929.”

fraudulent brokers ‘ard lawers, Lack of know! 
edge. in small cases, in compensation cases, or in- 
testacy cases, often caused someone (probably 
from the highest motives) to liquidate all the re- 
sources of the estate through trying to settle these 
affairs the cheapest way, or by themselves with- 
out legal advic. At first the legal profession were 
skeptical of the whole business, thinking it was 
aimed at them and their fees, but when a large

saw the benefits that would accrue to all in need 
of this sort of service, 


A special Act of Parliament was passed in 
1910, whereby such an office was to be set up, and 
tried for a certain number of years, and, if suc- 
cessful, be established as one of the services ren- 
dered by the Government; if the idea failed, the 
office was to be discontinued, 


Mr. (later Sir) Charles John Stewart collected 
some fine brains, sound solicitors, able organizers, 
accountants and hovkeepers and launched the 
scheme in a few scattered rooms in Lincoln’s Inn, 
By 1916, it had been such a sucess that the whole 
staff (with a few exceptions) was established as 
Civi] Servants, and housed in a fine new build- 
ing specially built for it on Kingsway. To. make 
clear. its usefulness, we must.examine its »ims:—- 
Shortly; to operate a reliable trustee service on a 
non-profit-making basis (hacked by the resources 
of the Government); to take care of the benefici- 
aries of small estates; to obtain. probate (or. let- 
ters of administration if intestate); to keep down 
to the minimum necessary law costs, and to invest 
such monies as ‘accrued from these activities as 
ddvantageously as possible, and distribute such 
monies to those entitled to them. The fees were 
set as low as possibie compatible with smooth 
und efficient handling. A reduction was made 
when it was fully proved how little it was pos- 
sible to operate on. The fees were, (a) an accep- 
tance fee based on the actual capital value of the 
estate at.the time of its being taken over (in very 
small cases there was a minimum charge); (b) 
investment fees, which were mainly taken care 
of by the broker sharing his commission with the 
P.T.;. (ce) direct or indirect income fee—1, for 
distributing income direct; 2, for heing respon- 
sible that the banks dealt with distribution of in- 
come, and (d) distribution fee when the case was 
wound up. Where the estate warranted it, out- 
side solicitors were employed, and counsel’s opin- 
jon taken where deemed absolutely ncessary. 

The benefits from this Official, or Public Trus- 
tee, cannot be too highly estimated. In one build- 
ing were collected disinterested and experienced 
solicitors, investment. brokers, chartered account- 
ants, welfare workers, and surveyors, Its coni- 
prehensive service and wide powers were, how- 
ever, somewhat of a mistake, as people not in need 
of this service took full advantage of it. To give 
one example, the P.T. was made co-executor in a 
490,000,000 estate, and there were many other huge 
settlements and trusts that meant a mountain of 
work and supervision. Since that time some of 
the services have been cut down, but I do not feel 
that that would be necessary if the estates, settle- 
ments and trusts were limited to those of mod- 
erate size. 

In small compensation cases, street accidents 
and the like, the Courts invariably ordered the 
money to be paid to the P.T. for administration, 
thus ensuring the greatest possible benefit to the 
injured one. In the case of a man sentenced to 
prison, who had sore little money to take care 
of his family, the P.T, would deal with this, and 
would see the family looked after as far as the 
means allowed. A widow, whose husband died 
testate, and with no idea of how to set in motion 
the machinery of the law, could apply to the 
P.T. to take out letters of administration, and 
leave it all to him, In some cases the P.T, would 
have to deal with minors, and their education, and 
fit them for life.’ For them there was a kindly 
welfare worker, who. visited and kept in touch 
with them, 


In cases of public money subscribed to help 
those involved in national disasters, the Public 
Trustee distributed the money, and looked after 
those involved and their dependents. The Mes- 
sines disaster of 1935, the ‘Titanic disaster, the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, the Scott Antarctic Expedi- 
tion and many others were dealt with by the Pub- 
lic Trustee, ensuring the subscribers of the money 
ihat the utmost good would be extracted from 
their donations. 

With a Trustee of this sort, there is no fear 
of loss of money by speculative investment. In 
fact, the benefits are too numerous to mention in 
one short article. Don’t you think the rural 
people, and many others, would benefit very 
materially from a service such as this? The head 
of the family could feel secure in the knowledge 
that all possible would still be done for his fam- 
ily, if anything should happen to him.

Sir--I do not know who Mr. 
Dyde is, or what his other quali- 
fications are but, by his criticism 
of Mr. Aberhart’s entirely accur- 
ate answer to Senator Griesbach, 
he proves that in this respect his 
knowledge is conspicuous by its 
absence. 

Mr. Dyde asserts that Credit 
(money), and its creation and de- 
struction, by. thebanks .is sanc- 
tioned, and contfoled by par Tia- 
ment. 

As a member of that parliament, 
and of its Select Standing Com- 
mittec of Banking and Commerce, 
I say that banks are not, and 
never have been, controlled by 
parliament as to their creation of 
credit. The very opposite is true. 

The Rt. Hon. Mr. King said in 
1935 “Canada is faced with a great 
battle between the Money Power 
and the people, a battle which 
will be waged in the new parlia- 
ment. I plead for a sweeping vic- 
tory to carry out my policy of 
public control of currency and 
credit. Until the control of cur- 
rency and credit is restored to the 
government, all talk of the sov- 
ereignty of parliament and de- 
mocracy is idle and futile.” 

To restore means to return 
what is lost or stplen. The crea- 
tion of money is, and always has 
been, a per agvtive of the Crown. 
The banks have been granted the 
right to issue a certain, number of 
notes. Their power to create, and 
gang credit to the amount of 

15 per cent of our money is an 
usurpation, by them of the sov- 
ereignty of parliament. It has 
never been granted to them— 
could not have been—without a 
breach of the constitution. ‘That is 
why they, and their tools—The 
People’s League and its dupes, are 
at such pains to deny bank crea- 
tion of credit (money), “Canada 
is faced with a great fight be- 
tween the Money’ Power and the 
People.” That fight is being 
waged, not in Ottawa, but in Al- 
berta.
